He shall also issue rationed articles to 
card-holders and others who draw rationed articles on ration 
documents, from the authorised retail depot on correct weigh 
ment according to the quantity shown in the cash memo 

mentioned in sub- clause (1) ” . 
2. Clause 53 shall be renumbered as sub -clause ( 1) of that clause and 
after sub-clause (1) as so renumbered , the following sub -clause shall be 
inserted , namely: 
“ (2 ) Every authorised wholesale distributor shall inaintain correct 

weights and measures of all denominations and shall get the 
instruments used for weighment checked up at regular intervals 
as provided in the Kerala Weights and Measures (Enforcement) 
Act 1958 and the Rules issued thereunder, by the Inspector of 
Weights and Measures within whose jurisdiction the wholesale 
depot is situated .

The dispute between the parties above named was referred for arbi 
tration to the State Arbitration Board by Government by G. O. No. 93788/ 
H3/67-1/HLD dated 21-12-1967. The specific matter referred is 

Dismissal of Sri C. Bhaskaran " . 
The parties filed their statement and the case became ripe for trial 
by 30-3-1968 . One or two adjournments followed and at that stage , the 
State Arbitration Board was reconstituted by Government and the present 
Board came into existence on 13-4-1968 . Thereafter , on 13-5-1968 both 
parties appeared before the present Board and filed statements submitting to 
the jurisdiction of the present Board and also agreeing to an extension of the 
time originally fixed for making the award . The case was accordingly taken 
up for trial and evidence was adduced by the parties. The dismissed worker 
was examined asWW1and the Manager of the Mills was examined asMWI. 
With that the parties closed their evidence and the case was posted for 
hearing to 27-9-1968 at Calicut. 

On 27-9-1968 parties were present and arguments were heard , but it 
could not be completed that day as the management s counsel expressed some 
inconvenience and wanted to leave early . The case was therefore adjourned 
to 26-10-1968 . When the case was taken up on 26-10-1968, counsels for 
both sides wanted some time to talk over the matter and shortly thereafter , 
they appeared before the Board and submitted that they have been able to 
settle the matter amicably . They also filed a joint memorandum of settle 
ment, shown below as Annexure . 

We accept the settlement and pass this award accordingly. It shall 
come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Govern . 
ment Gazette .

This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G.O.Rt. No. 1424/66 dated 
21-4-1966. The issues referred for adjudication are as follows: 

" 1. Bonus for the year 1965-66 . 
2 Reinstatement of ( a ) , A. K. Narayanan , 

(b ) K. P. Sivaraman Nair and ( c ) Chellappan." 
2 . The case set up by the Union in their claim Statement is as follows: 

Issue No. 1 : Since the Management has made enormous profits during the 
period 1965-66 the demand of the Union was for 25 % of the wages as bonus 
for the said year. The Management has refused to comply with the denand . 
But the workers are really entitled to get the same. 

Issue No. 2 ( a ) : Shri A. K.Narayanan was a conductor under the Manage 
ment. But he was denied employment on 15-12-1965 and thereafter on 13-3-1966 
he was dismissed from service. The denial and dismissal are illegal and against 
principles of natural justice . Since he is an active worker the action of the 
Management is motivated by victimisation. 

(b ) : ShriKP. Sivaraman Nair was also conductor under the 
Management. But he was denied employment on 9-5-1965. This action of the 
Management is quite unjustifiable and illegal. 

( c ) : Shri Chellappan was a checker under the Management. He ,was 
also denied employment just like Shri K. P. Sivaraman Nair. 

The Union concluded their statement with a prayer that 25 % of the wage 
hill must be given as bonus to the workers for the year 1965-66 and the workers 
mentioned under Issue No 2 should be reinstated with back wages and conti 
nuity of service. 

3. In the reply statement submitted by the Management all the allegations 
of the Union as per their claim statement were denied. As far as Issue No. 1 is 
concerned the contention of the Management is that during the period 1965-1966 
the business and the profit of the establishment were much less than that of 
the previous years and so there is no justification for the demand of the workers 
for 25 % of the wages as bonus. 

Shri A. K. Narayanan was dismissed from service after a domestic enquiry 
and pursuant to the recommendations made by the enquiry officer. The domestic 
enquiry was conducted adhering to all principles of natural justice. 
Shri K. P. Sivaraman Nair was dismissed from service due 

to gross 
misconduct. All the allegations against him were proved to be true and so 
the action of the Management is only . just and reasonable . Shri Chellappan 
was also dismissed from service und the same circumstances in which Shri 
K. P. Sivaraman Nair was dismissed . 

The Management concluded their statement with an assertion that the 
dispute may be awarded in their favour. 
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The Union submitted a replication in which they have repudiated all 
the allegations of the Management and reiterated their claims as in their 
claim statement. 

5 . The case came up for evidence and the Union examined wii to WW6 
and marked Exts. W1 and w12 . WW6 was exanined only in chief since the 
Management s counsel had to relinquish his vakalath as he was appointed Govern 
ment Pleader at Kottayam . Management examined Mwi in part and marked 
Exts. Mi to M3. When the case came up for further evidence the parties 
submitted that the matter was settled out of court and filed a joint memorandum 
of settlement, which is shown below as " Annexure" . 

6. Since the terms of the settlement appear to be just and reasonable . 
I herby pass my award in terms of the settlement. This award shall come 
irto force on the expiry of thirty days from the date of its publication in the 
Government Gazette.

The All Kerala Government Contractors Association have, among 
other things, requested Government that the maximum limit of retention 
money may be fixed at Rs. 20,000 irrespective of the cost of the work . 
Government have examined the case in consultation with the Chief Engineer , 
General & Buildings & Roads and the representatives of the Contractors 
Association and are pleased to order that the maximum amount of retention 
from bills will be limited to Rs. 50,000 for works costing upto Rs. 10 lakhs 
and Rs. 1 lakh for works costing inore than Rs. 10 lakhs, if the authority 
executing the agreement is satisfied that the amount so retained will cover 
the liabilities of the contractor , if any, as far as the works done till then are 
concerned . 

According to the G.O. cited first, the maximum amount that may be 
retained by way of guarantee fund (by way of security deposit including 
earnest money deposit and deductions in part bills in respect of a contract as 
security for the due fulfilment of the terms of the contract) shall not ordi 
narily exceed 8 % of the probable amountof the contract except in cases 
where the Chicf Engineer considers that a higher amount of guarantee is 
necessary . In order to extend the benefit of the concession in the retention 
amount now conferred in para I above , it is necessary to relax this minimum 
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percentage of the guarantec fund . Accordingly, Government are pleased to 
order that in cases where the maximum retention amount of Rs. 50,000 or 
Rs. 1 lakh or such other higher amount, as the case may be, has already 
been withheld as prescribed in paragraph 1 of this G.O., the minimum limit 
of 8 % in the guarantee fund will not be insisted upon, and the guarantee 
fund in 

such cases shall consist of the security deposit including the 
earnest money deposit and the maximum amount so withheld by way of 
retention as may be decided by the authority exccuting the agreement 
exercising his powers of discretion . 

With a view to giving relief in respect of the existing contracts, the con 
cessions in this order will be applied also to all subsisting contracts after get 
ting from the contractors a supplemental agreement.

ORDER 
The following amendments are hereby issued to the Kerala Land Acqui 
sition Manual: 

Amendments 

Correction Slip No. 8. Dated 27-12-1968 . 
(1) In Chapter III, at the end of para 3 , the following shall be added : 

“ However when the land acquisition procecdings pending before , one 
Collector are transferred to another Collector appointed for a particular area , 
under Section 2 (3) of the Act and the latter has otherwise no jurisdiction 
over the land covered by the L. A. proceedings transferred to him , an 
erratum to section 3 (1) Notification and the Declaration , to notify the 
change in the designation of the Collector, should be published in the 
Gazette, so that the Officer may be conferred with the jurisdiction over the 
particular land under Section 7 of the Act." 


(2 ) In Chapter VI, para 2 after sub-para (iv) under section (i), inserted 
by correction slip No. 3/65 dated 8-12-1965, the following shall be added as 
a new sub- para (v ) : 

“ (v ) Sub Section (1) of Section 19 of the Act can be invoked , inde 
pendently of sub -section (4), at any time after the publication of section 3 (i) 
Notification , but the provisions of sub section (4) can be resorted to only in 
cases where it has been decided to apply sub - section (i). This cannot be done 
after the cxpiry of 30 days from the date of publication of the Section 3 (i) 
Notification . There is no objection to issue the direction to dispense with 
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the procedure under Section 5 of the Act after the District Collector or the 
Government takes a decision on the report of the Land Acquisition Officer 
belore the issue of the Notification under Sub -section (1 ) of section 3 and to 
publish a composite Notification under Section 3 (i) and Section 19 (4 ). 
The composite Notification in such cases should be in Form 3 (d ), 3 (e) or 
3 (1), as the case may be, given in Appendix II of the Land Acquisition 
Manual." 


(3) In Chapter VI, at the end of instruction (1) under para 2 of Section 
(iv ), the following shall be inserted : 

The objections to the acquisition have to be filed within 30 days from 
the date of publication of the Section 3 (1) Notification . It is therefore 
essentielthat the notice under Rule 3 is published in the prescribed manner 
sufficiently early, so as to enable the interested parties to file objections in 
time and at any rate before the expiry of 30 days from the date of publica 
tion of the Section 3 (1) Not fication . Where the notice is not published 
within that period and the provisions of sub Section (4) of Section 19 are 
not also invoked , denove proceedings should be taken , after publishing a 
Notification cancelling the original Notification , under sub Section (1) of 
Section (3) of the Kerala L. A. Act. 


(4 ) In Chapter LX , in para 1, after the second sentence under the heading 
" Making the Award " the following shall be added : 

“ The valuation statement should be so got approved before the Award 
enquiry is held . If during the Award enquiry, any interested person pro 
duces or cites in support of a claim for enhanced compensation , any docu 
ment which had not already been considered previo sly, such document 
should le brought to the notice of the Disuict Collector or the Board of 
Revenue with the recommendation of the Land Acquisition Officer whether 
it can be accepted or not and whether a revision of the valuation statement 
is necessary . In all cases where the documents produced or cited by parties 
are rejected , specific reasons should be given in the Award for doing so . 
The Land Acquisition Officer should await the orders of the District 
Collector or the Board ofRevenue on the acceptability of the document or 
otherwise, before pronouncing the Award " . 


(5) In Chapter IX , in Sub para (ii) of para 1, under the heading " Basis 
of Award ” after item ( iv ), the following shall be added as item (v ) and the 
existing items v , vi and vii will be renumbered as items vi, vii and viji 
respectively: 

" (v) Where the land has already been taken possession of before the 
Award is passed , interest should be calculated on the total compensation 
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including the solatium due to each person , from the date oftaking possession 
of the land to the date of the Award and added to the compensation . 
It should also be mentioned that further interest will be paid from the date 
of the Award to the date of payment or transfer of the compe.isation amount 
to a Deposit account in cases where the parties do not appear to accept 
payment.” 


(6) In Chapter IX , in para 6," before the first sentence under the heading 
“ Scrutiny of the Award ” the following shall be added : 

“ Where the District Collector makes an Award, he should send a copy 
of it to the Board of Revenue. Other Land Acquisition Officers should send 
copies of the Awardsmade by them to the District Collector concerned , in 
two or three days of the passing of the Award . A check-list of the points to 
be looked into in scrutinising the Awards is given below :

12. Whether the Land Acquisition Officer has been able to meet the 
points raised in the Court ? If not the circumstances thereof. 

13. Whether any Officer (Village Officers or others) have acted prejudi 
cially in this case ? If so , what action has been taken against them ? 

14. Was the valuation starcment got approved by the District Collector / 
Board of Revenue before the award was passed as laid down in Section 17 of 
the Act ? In the case of buildings worth more than Rs.5,000 has the valu 
ation been got done by the Public Works Department. 

15. Has the Land Acquisition Officer recorded in a separate order, his 
reasons for arriving at the findings noted in the award and does this order 
contain the following details ? 

(i) Taluk, Village, Survey No. and extent of the land and the 
names of the persons interested . 

(ii) Date and No. of Gazette in which the Declaration under section 
6 was published, with a brief note on the enquiry, if any conducted under 
Secton 5 (Check whether in the case of acquisition on behalf of the Central 
Government, the Declaration was published by Government) . 

( iii) Service and publication of notice under Section 9 and 10 of the 
Act and discussion of the claims preferred in response to the notice. 

( iv ) Basis for the valuation of the land and the improvements with 
complete data for the value arrived at in respect of each survey No. and 
dem urcation charges, if any ( check whether compensation has been awarded 
for any improvement effected after the publication of Section 3 (i) notifi 
cation ) . 

(v ) Apportionment of compensation among the interested parties 
indicating also themode of payment (whether in cash or to be deposited in 
court. If the compensation is proposed to be deposited in court, the relevant 
provision of the Act, and the section under which the reference will be made 
to the court should be indicated , specifying the parties to be impleaded in 
such reference) 

(vi) Adjustment of the demarcation charges to the appropriate head 
of account. 

(vii). Does the concluding paragraph of the order state that, the land, 
after it is taken possession of, shall vest absolutely in the Government free 
from all encumbrances and that it shall be transferred to poramboke or 
registered in the name of the Local body , Institution etc.? 

16. In cases where the land was taken possession of in advance before 
the award was passed, has interest on the compensation been awarded from 
the date of taking possession to the date of passing the award , and does 
the award mention that further interest on the compensation from the date 
of award to the date of payment or deposit in court or transfer to Revenue 
deposit whichever is earlier, shall be paid ?

" All the sale deeds executed within a period of 3 years prior to the 
publication of the Section 3(1) Notification relating to lands within a radius 
of 3 miles should be examined for preparing the basis for valuation and all 
documents relating to similar and similarly situated lands discussed in the 
Award to substantiate the acceptance of a particular document and rejecting 
the rest. (In urban areas, however, since the number of documents will te 
too large, only the documents in respect of lands similar to the one under 
acquisition executed within 3 years in the locality need be considered and 
the limit of 3 miles need not be followed ). The reasons for accepting and 
rejecting the documents should be recorded in such a way as to convirce the 
courtwhen enhanced compensation is claimed that the basis adopted by the 
L. A.Officer is reasonable. The Land Acquisition Officer should furnisha 
certificate in the report for approval of the valuation statement, that no 
document executed within a period of three years prior to the publication of 
the Section 3 (1) Notification was left without examination and that themost 
suitable document has been accepted as basis." 

(8 ) In Chapter XVII, the existing sub - para 1 in para 2 under section ( ii) 
inserted by correction slip No. 2/65 dated 29-7-1965 will be deleted and he 
following shall be substituted : 

" A copy of the Award should also be served on the party along with 
the notice under Section 12(2 ). The acknowledgments of the interested 
parties for having received the notice under Section 12 (2) and the copy of the 
Award should be obtained and filed in the Land Acquisition file and they 
should be available for production before the court, whenever required . 
However, if the party is present in the court of the Land Acquisition Officer 
cither personally or through representative when the Award is pronounc 
ed in open court, it is presumed that he knows the date of the Award and its 
contents and so there is no pced to communicate to him the copy of the 
Award. Under Section 12 (2 ), it is not also necessary to serve the notice of 
the Award on such partics. The Land Acquisition Officer should record in 
the Note file the presence of persons at the time when he pronounced the 
Award " 
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(9) In Chapter XVII, in section iii, under the heading " Taking Posses 
sion after the second sentence in paragraph 1 the following shall be 
inserted : 

" It is desirable that as far as possible, the land is taken possession of 
before payment of the compensation , so that if any improvement is found 
missing at the time of taking possession , the amountof compensation award 
ed for it may be deducted from the compensation payable." 


(10). In Chapter XVII, in para 4 of section (iv), for the words " the 
adjoining survey fields" the words “ the residuary portion of the Sub 
Division or Survey fields" shall be substituted . 


(11). In Chapter XIX , after para 10, the following shall be inserted as 


para 11 . 


Satisfaction of Decrees : - The District Collectors will ensure that the 
decrees in Land Acquisition reference cases are satisfied promptly if there is 
no scope for appeal, so that there may not be any occasion for the parties to 
obtain Court orders for attaching Government Treasuries etc. Such un 
pleasant situation may some times necessitate the withdrawal of funds, from 
the Contingency Fund of the State at the last moment, resulting in con 
siderable inconvenience to Government. Under Section 82 of the C. P. C., 
where a decrce against Government is not satisfied within a specified period , 
the Court has to send a report to Government about the non -satisfaction of 
the decree. Where the decree is notsatisfied within three months after such 
report is sent, the court can order execution proceedings against Government. 
The reports of the courts under section 82 of the C. P. c . should receive the 
personal attention of the District Collectors and Land Acquisition Officers 
and they should take special steps to ensure that the decrees are satisficd 
before the expiry of three months. 

Where an appeal has been filed, but no stay of the lower courts, decres 
can be obtained , there is no objection to deposit the decree amount in 
Court for disbursement to the decree holders, if it is feared that execution 
proceedings will otherwise be taken against Government. But in such cases, 
the court should be moved to disbarse the amount only on sufficient 
security .” 


( 12 ) In Chapter XXI in sub- para 2 (a ) of para 1, inserted by correction 
slip No. 5, dated 10-5-1966, the following shall be added . 

" The District Colletors have been empowered to execute the agreement 
on behalf of the Governor of Kerala " 
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(13) In Chapter XXI after sub -para (4) to para 1, the following Note 
shall be added : 

* NOTE : In such cases, a patta can be issued even without a requisi 
tion as the intention of the Government is to register the land in the name 
of the Company, Institution or Association for purposes of assessment. The 
transfer can be sanctioned only after formal orders are passed by the District 
Collector as mentioned in sub para 2" . 


(14 ) In Chapter XXV, the following shall be added at the end of the 
paragraph 1 : 

“ The District Collectors have been empowered to execute such agrec 
ments on behalf of the Governor of Kerala . According to the Kerala Land 
Acquisition Amendment Act 1966 (4 of 1966 ), a Company for which land is 
acquired is not entitle to transfer it or any part of it by sale, gift, lease or 
otherwise, exceptwith the previous sanction of Government. This should 
invariably be incorporated as one of the conditions in the Agreement. The 
Agreement should be published in the Gazette." 


(15) In Appendix III, Part III of the Manual, in note to para 4 , after 
the words " money order commission " wherever they occur, the words and 
cost ofmoney order forms" shall be added. 


( 16 ) In the second sentence of para 5 of Appendix III after the words 
" for the total amount to be so paid " add the words " deducting the cost of 
money order forms" and after the full- stop , the following sentence shall be 
added : 

The expenditure to meet the cost of money order formsmay be initially 
met from the Permanent Advance of the office . After the close of each 
month the amount met from the permanent advance for the purchase of 
M. O. forms may be drawn from the treasury by a D form cheque debiting 
the amount to the compensation due to the parties concerned and the 
permanent advance of the Office recouped ” .
